A HOPEFUL VIEW. 


The Brazilian Minister at Paris Says 
the Provinces are Loyal. 

Panis, Nov. 17.— By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.“ The Brazilian Minister here 
expresses surprise that several stanch mon- 
archists,whom he thought incapable of trea- 
son, are among the reported ringieaders of 
the Brazilian revolution. He said that the 
Republicans were only a small minority. 
The Emperor was uuiversaily beloved. 
Gen. Da Fonseca has prestige and is popu- 
lar with the army, and Senhor Constant Is 
not important as a politician. Minister 
Seena scouts the idea that slavery had any- 
thing todo with the movement. The Ke- 
publicans, he said, supported the emanci- 
pation of the slaves. The rey- 
olution has been foreseen, but not 
expected to take place until after the deatti 
of the Emperor. It would be easy for 
the army and navy by surprise, when the 
ofticers of the Government were peacefully 
and quietly attending to their business, to 
capture the city of Rio, secure through the 
navy control of outside communication and 
imprison the Emperor. 

“But,” it was suggested, if people are 
favorable to the Emperor, how can they 
maintain control?“ 

That,“ was the reply, is just what is 
lacking, and I expect to hear that the prov- 
inces have rallied to the E:nperor’s support. 
Although he is imprisoued, he is still Em- 
peror, andthe provinces can declare for 
him. 1 think the provinces will declare 
war against the capitol, and the situation 
will resembie that in France at the time of 
the Paris Commune, There are in the navy 
about 5500 officers and sailors, not all of 
whom are in Rio, many being abroad. The 
army has about the same strength, and 
with 5000 civilians upholding them it would 


make 15,000 men only, andI do not believe 
the Government has greater strength. 
It is true the dispatches say 


that some of the provinces have declared 
for the republic, but this all comes from Rio, 
and from tuose who have seized the central 
government. We have not got the other 
side. Knowing the country, I do not think 
the provinees have so declared. The Re- 
publican party throughout the Empire is or- 
ganized into small ciubs and their members 
would, of course, send their felicitations to 
the general government. There are also 
mull garrisons of 50 or more men in the 
various provinces aud these have sent in 
their congratulations. ‘Lhis, 1 think, is the 
foundation for tue statement in 
regard to the prvvinces. 1 cannot 
believe in the permanence of the re- 
public until we get more information 
and something from the other side of the 
question. Of the new Cabinet, three mem- 
bers are journalists; the President, Dodero 
Da Fonseca and Minister of War Benjamin 
Constant are soldiers, and the remaining 
three members are lawyers. Senhor 
Quintara Boyas is looked upon here as the 
perhaps leader in the revolutionary govern- 
ment. He is the editor of La Pais, pub- 
lished in Rio de Janeiro; is a Republican 
of long standing, and has earnestly labored 
for the creation of the Republic Benjamin 
Constant, Minister of War, bas heretofore 
beep a professor in the polytechnic school 


and a member of the Mii 
Engineers.”’

THE TALK AT WASHINGTON. 


Blaine’s Dispatch — A4 Brazilian’s| 
Views on the Situation. 

Wasninoron, Nov. 17.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Members of the Brazilian 
Legation are stiil without information di- 
rect from their country in regard to the sit- 
uation.

tostay. We seem to have too much 
formation of the personnet of the uowiy- 
prociaimed Government to believe in its 
permanence.

ceipts of the previous year. The only ob- 
ject of taxation showing a decrease during 
the first quarter of the present year is oleo- 
margarine, which dropped from $148,623 in 
the first quarter of 1888 to $124,780 in 1889. 
The total cost of collection during the past 
fiscal year was a fraction less than 3.2 per 
cent. of the amount collected. The Commis- 
sioner says that owing to the great number 
of distilieries in operation during the last 
fiscal year and the increased quantity of 
spirits produced, resulting in an increase of 
taxes colleeted from that source, as com- 
pared with the receipts of the previous year, 

or more than $5,000,000, the expenditures for 
salaries exceeded the amount estimated by 
the appropriation. The Commissioner re- 
gards the general condition of the service 
throughout the country as very satisfactory. 

One thousand two hundred and fifty-three 
violations of the internal revenue laws have 
been reported during the year. Six hundred 
and fifty-nine persuns have been arrested. 
Property vaiued at $137,404 bas been re- 
ported for seizure and 94.606 for assess- 
ments for unpaid taxes and penalties. Tue 
number of stills seized was 456, resulting in 
the arrest ot 226 persons and the death of 
one and the wounding of two officers. He 
recommends that the force be increasea 
from 20 to 30 and that allowances for 
traveling expenses be increased. Tue total 
expenses of the service forthe next fiscal 
year are estimated at $4,266,500. 

The increase in the quantity of tobacco 
and snuff and number of cigars and cigar- 
ettes during the last fiscal year over those 
taxed during the previous fiscal year was: 
Manufac‘ured tobacco. 11,585,036 pounds; 
snuff, 626.631 pounds; cigars, 22,658, 990 ;

shows an increase in manufactured tobacco 
of 11,173 pounds, an increase in the num- 
ber of cigars exported of 266,700, and an in- 
crease in the number of cigarettes ex ported 
of 65,909,950. The number of cigers im- 
ported during the year was 90,037,407. The 
value of the manufactured tobacco im- 
ported was 1370. 370. The total number of 
special taxpayers was 830,134, of whom 
59,013 are dealers in manufactured tobacco.

istered during the year was 1440, of 
which 1267 were operated. There were 
2126 fruit distiileries registered and 3072 
operated, The number of gallons of spirits 
produced from grain during the year was 
87,887,456 gallons.

So he cast about him for a substitute. 
Finally, atter running over in his 
managing-editorial mind the names 
und capabilities of the various mem- 
bers of the local staff, he bethought 
him of the college graduate, who; since 
his employment on the paper, bad had 
the ambition crushed within him by a 
long season of running to fires and 
doing night police. 

“Do you know anythi about 
music?“ queried the editorial Mogul. 

“Not a bit. I could not tell Beetho- 
ven’s Medulla Oblongata in Q major 
from a xylophone solo. 

Then you are the man I am looking 
for—the only man capable of filling 
the place of the regular musical critic. 
Go to the German Opera this evening 
and write me an intelligent criticism 
of Tannhauser.”’ 

So the college graduate took a dic- 
tionary of musical terms and a libretto 
of Tannhauser, and wrote the following 
criticism of the performance: 

„A great many of our set were at 
the Columbia Theater last evening to 
witness the performance of Wagner’s 
great scherzando ma non troppo, Lann- 
Hauser. The representation was de- 
cidly timbre, though not so leit motif 
as the critical auditor could 
have wished. The tout ensemble 
was not present, but we observed a 
great deal of fortsssimo in the tenore di 
grazia, which was as rallentando as one 
could expect at the low price of admis- 
sion charged. We were especially 
charmed by the legato movement of the 
ballet, and the prima donna’s technique 
was exceedingly vizzicato. The basso’s 
lett lung seemed slightly con amore, but 
he was all there when it come to the 
poco a poco im the oyster house after the 
performance. A large mise en scene 
was advertised to appear, but failed to 
do so owing to its not having received 
its last week’s salary. Altogether the 
performance was very valse caprice.”’

SERMON BY THE EMINENT 
BROOKLYN DIVINE 


“And 80 It Came to Pass, That They 
Escaped All Safe to Land”—Acts 
xxvii., 44, His Text—A Powerful 
Discourse at Brindisi, Italy. 


Brrxpist, Nov. 17.—[Specially Re 
ported for the Los ANGELES TiMEs.] 
The Rev. T. De Witt Taimage, D.D., 
preached in this Italian port today. 


' His subject was “A Mediterranean 


Voyage,” aud be took for his text Acts 
xxvii, 44: And so it came to pass, 
that they escaped all safe to land. Dr. 


Talmage said: 

Having visited your historical city, 
which we desired to see because it was 
the terminus of the most famous road 
of the ages—the Roman Appian Way— 
and for its mighty fortress overshadow- 
ing a city which even Hannibal’s hosts 
could not thunder down, we must to- 
morrow morning leave your harbor, 
and, after touching at Athens and 
Corinth, voyage about the Mediter- 
ranean to Alexandria, Egypt. I have 
been reading this morning in my New 
Testament of a Mediterranean voyage 
in an Alexandrian ship. It was this 
very month of November. The vessel 
was lying in a port not very far from 
here. On board that vessel were two 
distinguished passengers—one Jose- 
sephus, the historian, as we have strong 
reasen to believe; the other, a convict, 
one Paul by name, who was going to 
prison for upsetting things, or, as they 
termed it, “turning the world upside 
down.”’ This convict had gained the 
confidence of the captain; in- 
deed, I think that Paul knew almost 
as much about the sea as did the cap- 
tain. He had been shipwrecked three 
times already; he had dweit much of 
bis life amidst capstans, and yard- 
arms, and cables, and storms; and he 
knew what he was talking about. See- 
ing the equinoctial storm was coming, 
and perhaps noticing something un- 
seaworthy in the vessel, he advised the 
captain to stay in the harbor. But 1 
hear the captain and the first mate 
talking together. They say: ‘‘We can- 
not afford to take the advice of this 
landsman, and he a minister. He may 
be able to preach very well, but I don’t 
believe he knows a marline-spike from 
a luff-tackle. All aboard! Cast. off! 
Shiit the helm for headway! Who 
fears the Mediterranean?” They had 
gone only a little way out whena 
whirlwind, called Euroclydon, made 
the torn sail its turban, shook the 
mast as you would brandish a spear, 
and tossed the hulk into the heavens. 
Overboard with the cargo! It is all 
washed with salt water, and worthless 
now; and there are no marine insur- 
ance companies. All hands ahoy, and 
out with the anchors! 

A GREAT SEA STORM. 

Great consternation comes on crew 
and passengers. The sea monsters 
snort in the foam and the billows clap 
their hands in giee of destruction. In 
the lull of the storm I hear a chain 
clank. It is the chain of the at 
apostie as he walks the deck, or holds 
last to the rigging amid the lurching 
of the ship, the spray dripping from his 
long beard as he cries out to the crew:

Two hundred ‘and seventy- 
six souls within a few feet of an awful 
shipwreck! The managers\of the ves- 
sel, pretending they want to\look over 
the side of thesbip and under: ird it, get 
into the small boat, expecting in 
it to escape; but Paul sees through the 
sham, and he tells them that if they go 
off in the boat it will be the death of 
them.

ever helped youout. They were glad 
enough to get you out from Fair 
Havens, but when, with damaged rig- 
ging, you tried to get into harbor, d‘d 
they bold for you a plank or hrow you 
a rope? Not one. Satan has got 
thousands of men into trouble, but he 
never got one out. He led them into 
thett, but he would not hide the goods 
or bail out the defendant.

THE SAFETY OF CHRISTIANS.

The great steamer felt its way cau- 
tiously out into the sea. The pilot was 
discharged, and, committing ourselves 
to the care of Him who holdeth the 
winds in his fist, we were fairly started 
on our voyage of 3000 miles. It was 
rough nearly all the way, the sea with 
strong buffeting disputing our path. 
But one night at 11 o’clock, after the 
lights had been put out, a cyclone—a 
wind just made to tear ships to pieces 
—caught usin itsclutches. It came 
down so suddenly that we bad not 
time to takein the sails or to fasten 
the hatches: You may know that the 
bottom of the Atlantic is strewn with 
the ghastly work of cyclones. Oh! they 
are cruel winds. They have hot 
breath, as though they came up from 
infernal furnaces. Their merriment is 
the * of affrighted passengers. Their 
play is the foundering of steamers. 
And when a ship goes down they 
laugh until both continents hear them. 
They go in circles, or, as I describe 
them with my hand—rolling on! roll- 
ing on! with finger of terror writing 
on the white sheet of the wave this 
sentence of doom: “Let all that 
come within this circle perish! Brig- 
antines, godown! Clippers, go down! 
Steamships, godown!’’ And the ves- 
sel, hearing the terrible voice, crouches 
in the surf, and as the waters gurgle 
through the hatches and portholes it 
lowers away, thousands of feet down, 
farther and farther, uptil at last it 
strikes the bottom; and all is péace 
for they have landed. Helmsman, dea 

at the wheel! Engineer, dead amidst 
the extinguished furnaces! Captain, 
dead in the gangway! Passengers, 
dead in the cabin! Buried in the 
great cemetery of dead steamers, be- 
side the City of Boston, the Lexing- 
ton, the President, the Cambria—wait- 
ing for the archangel’s trumpet to 


ome up the decks, and wrench open 
the cabin doors, and unfasten the 
hatches. 


PERILS NOT TO BE MADE LIGHT OF. 

I thought that I had seen storms on 
the sea before; butall of them together 
might have come under one wing of 
that cyclone.

Milking Shorthorns. 
Rural Fress.] 

A short time ago one of our corre- 
spondents gave us an article on - Milk- 
iug Suorthorns,“ in which he referred 
to the very liberal premiums offered 
by the American Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association for the best milking Short- 
horns exhibited at any State iair that 
agreed to comply with the conditions 
under which the money would be paid. 
We have been watching the very tall 
and complete reports given of the 
cattle exhibited at several of the State 
fairs, expecting to see some account of 
the quantity of milk given by some of 
the Sborthorns brought out for the 
association’s premiums, but have 60 
far watched in vain. It appears that 
the sume cattle shown in the regular 
Shorthorn classes (representing beef) 
were also entered in the milking 
classes. (?) In reporting the cattle 

asses at the Nebraska State Fair, the 

azette has the following on 

“Dairy Shorthorns.—ibe amount of 
money appropriated by the American Short- 
horn Breeders’ Association to encourage the 
exhibition of dairy Shorthorns was divided 
up at this fair into a re 
and the Shorthorns, chiefly those which had 
been previously shown in the beef classes, 
were passed upon by Mr. S. N. Wright, the 
Holatein-Friesian judge. At the close of 
his work, in reply t a Gazette reporter’s 
question, Mr. Wright declared that they 
were very excellent cattle, but that he 
could not find avy signs of milk about them. 


The young things, he said, gaye better in- 
dications as miler than the older ani- 
mals. 


The above will stand good for all the 
State Fair Sborthorn dairy classes of 
which we have seen any account. Cows 
exhibited in the classes, and de- 
scribed as wondeftully thick, short- 
legged, blocky, table backed, etc., take 
the premiums for milking Shortborns! 
No wonder the Guzette asks (sarcas- 
tically, the Mark Lane Express says): 
“Where are the milking Shorthorns?”’ 
In an editorial on the subject it guys:

indeed few and far between; but Mr. N. P. 
Clarke’s fine imported roan, Gypsy Maid, 
was almost enough to stand solitary 
and alone for the glory of the 
breed. With her 2000 pounds of fine flesh, 
carried in smallest ible superficies, on 
neatness of limbs; a finely developed udder, 
well-set teats and a lusty calf frolicking by 
her side, this cow—like Princess. Alice at 
the Adams saie—might well challenge the 
attention of the most critical. But she con- 
stituted, on this occasion, the one. brilliant 
— — serving to empbasize the rule 
that Shorihorns at this show were to all 
outward appearances all beef.“ 

Just think of it; a $250 premium of- 
fered and only one cow exhibited that 
comes up to the standard of a milkin 
Shortborn. Well, let us be thankf 
that there are two Shorthorn cows in 
the Western States that may well 
challenge the attention of the most 
critical.“ But if two that are well 
known, there are undoubtedly others 
in the background 8 to 
people who are not in the habit 
of exhibiting their cattle in public. 
Then, if there really are so few muilk- 
ing Shorthorns, where lies the blame? 
Certainly not in the breed, but with 
the breeder. If not, why should not 
the breed bear about with it the char- 
acteristics of 40 or 50 years ago? At 
that time many of the best breeders 
would not tolerate a poor milker in 
their herds. Such men as Mr. Bates 
of Kirklevington, Sir Charles Knight- 
ley, Mr. Whittaker and several others 
of note in England, as well as some 
of those in America who imported di- 
rect from their herds for the purpose 
of having useful cattle, would never 
think of keeping acow that would not 
pay, ber way in milk and butter. 

ad breeders all along taken proper 
care in making their selections of breed- 
ing stock (to breed for ull useful pur- 
poses), and not been so much carried 
way with “udderless cows rolling in 
their flesh,” the Shorthorn would not 
today have such an ill-fame as a dairy 


cow. 

Had we had the association premium 
offered at the California State Fair, we 
feel confident that there would have 
been cows exhibited that would have 
done credit to the breed, as milkers. 
They might not have carried 2000 
pounds of flesb, but that is entirely un- 
necessary, and for a hilly country. quite 
inconsistent to aim at having cows of 
that weight to use in the dairy. Wedo 
not want cows built altogether that 
way, when to be used first for the dairy 


and afterward for beef. The r- 
fect build and shape of a Beet 
animal cannot be that of an 


all-around, useful farmers’ cow. The 
beef build must be moderated some- 
what. However, the best dairy cows 
have the greatest development of their 

arts where the best beef lies, wide 

ind quarters and loins, with a well- 
sprung rib, while the neck and shoul- 
ders will be comparatively light. Cows 
of this cluss are, as a rule, good at lay- 
ne on flesh when dry and well adapted 
tu breeding a superior class of steers 
and in pure-bred cattle bulls of more 
than ordinary quality.

A WASHINGTON dispatch to the Bos- 
ton Globe says that the silver men are 
determined to organize, if possible, ir- 
respective of party line, to extend the 
provisions of the silver dollar law, or 
at least to force the coinage of the 
maximum amount of silver dollars 
each month—four millions. Sen- 
ator Reagan ‘of Texas thinks that 
the free coinage of silver would 
meet the situation created by the re- 
tirement of bank circulation. He is 
very bitter against the money lords,“ 
as he calls them, who have opposed 
this course. Since January 1, 1878, the 
seignorage of silver has been 856,000. 
000. That is the difference betweeh 
the cost of the bullion and the dollars 
into which it wascoined. If Senator 
Reagan had his way, instead of the 


Government getting the benefit of this 
_ seignorage, it would have gone into the 


pockets of the owners of silver mines. 


LATE advices received from St. Louis 
in reference to the Nationa! Silver Con- 
vention to assemble there November 
26th are of the most encouraging char- 
acter. The Governors of the different 
States and Territories are very gener- 
ally exercising the privilege atid au- 
thority extended to them, in appoint- 

ing 20 delegates and an equal number 
of alternates, so that the national rep- 
resentation at the convention is as- 
sured. The®committee at St. Louis 
also have correspondence from differ- 
ent parts of the country promising 
very large attendance outside of the 
delegates. For the delegates at large 
there are now over 200 nominations. 
These are to be appointed by the Ex- 


‘ ecutive Committee, the authority for 


which was given in the issue of the 
call. It was then thought that 100 del- 
egates at large would be all that neces- 
sity would be found for, but since then 
sO much enthusiasm has been dis- 
played that it will probably be found 
necessary for the committee to exer- 
cise the authority given it at the time 
to increase the number of delegates at 
large as it was found necessary or ad- 


visable. 


THE “AMINES” SEWAGE PROCESS, 


Considerable attention 1s being paid 
by the English press to the amines“ 
process for sewage, to which we have 
already referred upon more than one 
occasion. It will be remembered that 
by this process it is claimed that an ab- 
solutely sterilized effluent is produced, 
The process appears to have the advan- 
tage of great simplicity. Lime and 
herring brine are introduced into the 
sewage, as it flows into the works. 
Thence the liquid is pumped intoa 
conduit, along which it flows toward 
the settling tanks. 

At a demonstration of the merits of 
this process at Wimbledon, in Eng- 
land, recently, a large number of emi- 
nent scientists being present, very 
satisfactory results were achieved. 
The Engineer gives the following de- 
scription of the effect of the mixture on 


the sewage: 
As the reed into the air no 
smell was perceptible. At the same time, a 


sample of the raw sewage was, if we may 
use the term, somewhat mild.“ Flowing 
on to the farthest tank, in a row of six, the 
treated sewage entered, until it filled up 
the space to a depth of six feet. It was ex- 
pected that in half an hour after the flow 
Was cut off the suspended matters would all 
“be deposited at the bottom of the tank, 
leaving a clear liquid above the deposit. In 
much less than the half hour, the top water 
— to flow over into the next tank, and 
bad the appearance of being brilliantly 
ciear. Here there was a slight “fishy” 
odor, about the exact nature of which opin- 
ions differed. It was stated by Mr. Ellice- 
Clark, who ciceroned the company, that the 
water could be drawn off, and the tank 
filled in, twelve times before the re- 
moval of the sludge. In fact, the sludge is 
to assist in purifying each fresh supply of 
sewage. Forthis purpose, when the tan 
is first filled up, the sewage receives as 
much as 70 grains of lime per gallon, after 
which the quantity is reduced to 45 grains, 
thus making the average 47 graina. The 
proportion of herring brine remains the 
same throughout. 

The sludge at the bottom of the tanks is 
got out by gravitation, flowing down 
through underground pipes into the press- 
house, the tanks being elevated and em- 
banked. The supernatant water flows all 
through floating valves, and is conveyed by 
pipes to the sewage farm close by. 


It 1s claimed, however, for this pro- 

cess, that there is no need either to 
press the sludge or to filter the effiuent 
through land. The sludge is without 
odor, and undergoes no putrefactive 
change. So, aiso, the effluent remains 
permanently good, and is said to be 
fit to go direct into the river. In the 
case of Los Angeles it would, of 
course, be in great demand for the 
soil, except, perhaps, on a few occa- 
sions of very heavy winter rainfall. 
In regard to the supply of herring 
brine, itis said that other sources of 
“amminol”’ are available. As to the 
economical aspect of the process, the 
materials are estimated to cost from 
one cent toa cent and a half per 1000 
gallons of sewage. 

This system seems to be worthy of 
investigation on part of our local 
authorities who are to be charged with

THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


Italian Macaroni.—To a pint of strong 
stock, in which an onion, a carrot, a 
small bunch of parsley and ‘celery have 
been boiled and strained, and a pint of 
tomato pureé, two tablespoonfuls of 
salad oil, salt. pepper and a pinch of 
cayenne; allow this to simmer gently 
until only a pint remains. Stir to it 
two ounees of bread crumbs; then have 
ready a half pound of macaroni, boiled 
and a half pound of Parmesan an 

old cheese, mixed and grated. Ar- 
range all in layers in a pie-dish, with 
cheese for the last top layer; bake 
slowly half an hour, till quite brown 
on the top. 

Lemon Folly Cake.—Take two cups ot 
sugar, one-half cup of butter, one cup 
of milk, three eggs, three cups of flour, 
in which you have sifted three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking-powder; bake in 
layers. Jelly: Grate the rind of two 
small lemons or one large one; add the 
juice, one cup of sugar, one egg, one- 
half cup of water, one teaspoonful but- 
ter and one tablespoonful flour; boil 
until it thickens, and then spread be- 
tween the layers of cake. 

Spiced Baked Pears.—Select hand- 
some, smooth-skinned pears, and 
pretty colored ones, wash clean, and 
place them ina baking pan, and over 
them sprinkle one pint sugar and add 
a pint of water, then cover with 
another baking an until tender.
